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County Offers Six-part Proposal 
To Make Amends on Sunrise Deal

If the Greenbelt city coun¬ 
cil will accept the use of 
tax-exempt industrial devel¬ 
opment bonds to finance the 
high-rise Sunrise Village A- 
partments, the county has 
offered a six-point proposal 
for coordinating develop¬ 
ment in Greenbelt. The cen¬ 
terpiece of the offer is some 
72 acres of county-owned 
surplus land in Greenbelt — 
some of it to be transferred 
to the city for use as park¬ 
land, the rest to be developed 
for single-family homes. 

Fern Piret, representing Coun¬ 
ty Executive Parris Glendening 
and responding to a letter from 
the city council, laid out the pro¬ 
posals in a work session held 
during a recess of the July 31 
special city council meeting. The 
six-part plan included: (1) ad¬ 
herence to the already announced 
time schedule for completion of 
planned road construction in 
Greenbelt; (2) advanced funding 
for road improvements to the 
Ealtimore-Washington Parkway 
bridge if federal funds are de¬ 
layed; (3) routine quarterly up¬ 
dates on progress on needed road 
improvements; (4) a promise not 
to extend “special inducements” 
to any future developer in East 
Greenbelt without consulting with 
the city; (5) increased funding 
for park development; and (6) 
transfer of about half of a 70 plus 
acre parcel of county land to the 
city for parkland, eventuai de¬ 
velopment of the remainder for 
single-family homes. 

Piret said the county favors the 
use of tax exempt bonds for de¬ 
velopment projects such as Sun¬ 
rise Village because this use of¬ 
fers some control outside of zon¬ 
ing regulations. By offering tax 
exempt bond funding, the county 
can make additional requirements 
of the developer, have a say in 
the amenities offered, and have 
influence on the design of the 
development. 

Piret said that the city’s re¬ 
quest to have routine updates on 
the progress on road improve¬ 
ments was reasonable. She also 
spoke of the feeling expressed 
by council members that the city 
had not been consulted early 
enough on the Sunrise project. 

“Let me tell you that as a city 
council in discussing this project 
you’ve got our attention. It’s not 
going to happen again.” she said, 

Schrom Park 

The development of Schrom 
Park was also discussed, with 
council members pointing out that 
residents of both the Hunting 
Ridge Apartments and Windsor 
Green were concerned about that 
area. Piret said that next year, 


just under $100,000 could be made 
available from the open space 
funds accruing through the state 
transfer tax. This would be an 
increase of $50,000 to $60,000. 

City manager James Giese 
pointed out that Michael Rose, 
developer of the Tidier Tract, is

proposing that he contribute to 
Schrom Park instead of develop¬ 
ing parkland on his facility. 
When asked by council members, 
Jim McCaig, the developer of 
Sunrise Village Apartments, also 
indicated that he would contribute 
to Schrom Park. 

Councilmember Ed Putens ask¬ 
ed if a lake could be created in 
the area, perhaps in conjunction 
with the stormwater management 
reservoir already planned for the 
project. Councilmember Tom 
White stated that such a lake 
should be on the developer’s land, 
not public land. 

“I congratulate a developer that 
creates a lake on his own land, 
but I don’t congratulate a de¬ 


veloper that creates a lake on 
public land,” he said. 

Surplus Land 

The 72 acres of surplus land 
are bound on one side by Green¬ 
belt residences along Ridge Road, 
on the other by the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway (see map). 

The land has been declared sur¬ 
plus by the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation but before any transfer 
of the land the county might have 
to recoup about $150,000 fn 
bonded indebtedness, Piret said. 
None of the council members 
seemed to feel that this would be 
any impediment to acquiring the 
land. 

She suggested that if part of 
the land was used for develop¬ 
ment of single-family homes, 
profits from the land transfer 
to the developer might be used 
to pay off the bonded indebted¬ 
ness. She added that the county 
executive recognized the city’s 
preference for parkland and sin¬ 
gle-family homes. 

-“We like parkland better,”, said 
councilmember White. 

Piret mentioned that the land 
to be transferred to the city for 
use as parkland could be directly 
transferred but that the part to 
be transferred to a developer

Parcels 1 and 2 Rezoning 
Is Scheduled for Hearing

Four long-dormant rezoning applications for approxi¬ 
mately 112 acres of undeveloped land on Parcels 1 and 2 
are scheduled for a hearing before the county Zoning Hear¬ 
ing Examiner on September 18 in Upper Marlboro. Council 
has the matter on its August 12 agenda. The tracts are 
located adjacent to the Baltimore-Washington Parkway and 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (See map.) About 102 acres are 
north of Northway Road Extended on Parcel 1, and some 
10 acres on Parcel 2 between Hamilton Place and Garden¬ 
way.. 


Originally 230 acres, the par¬ 
cels were the center of contro¬ 
versy in the 1960’s and early 
1970’s. During that period, pro¬ 
posals for rezoning the land to a 
higher density and for a three- 
school complex were bitterly op¬ 
posed by Greenbelters. Such uses 
of the virtually land-locked tracts 
were considered to be disruptive 
of the 1964 Greenbelt Master Plan 
and, later of the county’s 1970 
Master Plan. 

Inactive since 1971, the four 
rezoning applications - the oldest 
in the county - were reactivated 
in the latter part of 1981 in a 
move by the hearing examiner to 
resolve these and other old zoning 
applications. Since that time 
hearing dates for the parcels 
have been scheduled and then 
withdrawn. If there are fur¬ 
ther delays, the applications 


could be dismissed. 

According to a spokesperson 
in the office of the hearing exam¬ 
iner, applicants Charles Bresler 
and Theodore Lerner are still re¬ 
questing a zoning change for the 
entire privately-owned acreage 
from R-R (rural residential-single 
family, 2 units per acre) to R-T 
(townhouses, up to 12 units an 
acre). 

Earlier petitions for these par¬ 
cels contained more acreage, but 
the School Board had purchased 
72 acres for a three-school com¬ 
plex never built. The county la¬ 
ter declared this land surplus. 
The city also acquired about 46 
acres for park land and for green 
space for Green Ridge House. 

Unless the applicants modify 
their request, the technical staff

Adopt-a-Tree 

To the Editor: 

My congratulations to the City 
Council and the Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents who have organized the 
Aaopt-A-Tree program! This is 
one more example of the coopera¬ 
tion and future-thinking that 
have made Greenbelt unique and 
enviable among American cities. 

Next Monday, the Council will 
have an opportunity to follow 
through with a decision to re¬ 
plant a portion of public park¬ 
land and restore it to its former 
natural woodland state. The 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board is recommending that the 
City plant trees in the half-block 
stretch of partly cleared woods 
aiong Crescent Road behind some 
of the homes on Greendale Place. 
Nearly 15 years ago, without a 
policy decision by the City Coun¬ 
cil to alter this portion of the 
city park system, the Public 
Works Department slashed sap¬ 
lings and shrubbery, cut down 
tree seedlings, and left standing 
only the large trees in that strip. 

Since then, after repeated 
mowings, the ecology has 
changed: only rare saplings and 
seedlings escape the mower’s 
blades: far fewer birds and wood¬ 
land animals find habitat there; 
water now pools in part of that 
area, so that five dead trees have 
had to be removed and four more 
are tipping omniously. Human 
habitat has also been devalued in 
these ways: less visual buffering; 
less temperature and sound mod¬ 
ulation; less air cleaning and less 
shade. Lacking a solid buffer, the 
immediately adjacent homes are 
aesthetically harmed and their 
resale value—and their potential 
contribution to the city’s tax base 
—are thus threatened 

Restoration of this woodland 
would be consistent with the 
Adopt - A - Tree activities of 
Greenbelt’s 50th anniversary, and 
would demonstrate once again our 
city’s caring and sense of re¬ 
sponsibility for the land it holds 
ir> trust for today’s and tomor¬ 
row’s residents.

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Council to Buffer Citizens

What puts the green in Greenbelt? The Greenbelt city 
council may get a chance to address that question on Mon¬ 
day, August 12 when it considers what to do with a tiny 
strip of public land that lies along Crescent Road between 
Greenhill Rd. and the Stream Valley Park, serving as buffer 
between Crescent Road and some houses of the Lakewood 
development. 


At issue is whether the city 
ought to clear out bushes, sap¬ 
lings, leaves and other under¬ 
brush. in part of a public 
buffer strip, as requested by the 
Lakewood Civic Association, or 
leave it a natural woodland like 
the parkland across the street 
from it as desired by Rhea Co¬ 
hen, whose house lies directly 
behind the buffer zone. 

To the Lakewood Civic Asso¬ 
ciation, it is a simple maintenance 
problem that has been blown out 
of proportion and “should have 
been accomplished with a simple 
telephone call to the maintenance 
office.” 

To Rhea Cohen, who was a city 
council member, 1971-1973, it is 
an attack on the very philosophy 
upon which Greenbelt is founded, 

“The woods offer us pleasure 
and comforts: shade, temperature 
and sound modulation, visual 
screen, air filter, soil stabiliza¬ 
tion, the sounds of birdsong and 
of wind in the leaves,” Cohen 
wrote in a June 12 memo to the 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 
Board. “On the other hand, clear¬ 
ing woodland places a responsi¬ 
bility and a burden on the city 
parks department, using costly 
labor and equipment ... It also 
calls into question our commit¬ 
ment to this community's history 
and to its responsibility to the 
future.” 

The civic association responded 
in a July 15 letter tothe City 
Council. “And still the area has 
not been cleared. Why? Because 
one resident likes it the way it is. 
That one resident calls ‘natural' 
what others call ‘an eyesore'.” 

The city crew cleared part of 
the buffer about 15 years ago, 
although the council never made 
a policy decision on the matter. 
Since then, the city has repeated¬ 
ly mowed the land. Ironically, 
both sides cite this to buttress 
their arguments. 

According to the civic associa¬ 
tion, “The area in question is on 
city property. . . . The city main¬ 
tains the property on either side 
of this stretch, but leaves this 
one little area filled with poison 
ivy, leaf piles, trash and vine- 
clogged underbrush.” 

Cohen replies that soil erosion 
and drainage problems arose be¬ 


cause there was not enough vege¬ 
tation to hold the water. “So far, 
we have lost four slender pine 
trees . . , and four more are now 
tipping at sharp angles.” She 
adds that mowing the area de¬ 
stroys seedlings which might re¬ 
place the lost pines. 

The civic association secured 
11 signatures of support from 
the residents of Greendale Place 
which backs up to the buffer zone, 
on a petition to clear the zone 
of unwanted vegetation. 

“I want the grass cut, the 
leaves raked, the poison ivy cut 
and the dead trees pulled up,” 
Sheila Nagle, who signed the pe¬ 
tition, told the News Review. 

Cohen, on the otherhand, ques¬ 
tioned, whether the signers knew 
the alternatives or consequences 
to the action recommended in 
the petition. “My work specialty 
is environmental review. I know 
the consequences of piece-meal¬ 
ing the public land. This issue 


has been handled like a beauty 
contest,” she told the News Re¬ 
view. 

The Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board in a report on July 
0 made the following recommen¬ 
dations to the CityCcuncil: 

* The city staff be directed to 
remove any dead trees from the 
area and any shrubbery which is 
in the public way; and, 

* The parties involved work 
jointly, with PRAB help if nec¬ 
essary, on a proposal to revege¬ 
tate the area which was previous¬ 
ly stripped of growth, 

Rihea Cohen has told the News 
Review she approves of the rec¬ 
ommendations. Kathleen McFar¬ 
land, secretary of the Lakewood 
Civic Association is not so sure. 
“I'm mystified,” she said. “At the 
PRAB meeting you would have 
thought we were the bad guys.”

would be covered by a law giving 
the previous owner of the land 
within the last 25 years the right 
of first refusal to the project. She 
added that the property has been 
in county hands for about 20 
years, and that the county is at¬ 
tempting to change that law. 

Councilm embers Dick Pilski 
and Antoinette Bram suggested 
that the city obtain all of the 
72-acre tract. Councilmember 
Putens asked if the city could 
obtain the whole site by paying 
for the bonded indebtedness. Piret 
responded that although the pres¬ 
ent proposal was for both single¬ 
family homes and parkland, this 
d : d not prohibit discussion of the 
city’s obtaining all of the land. 

Giese pointed out that the city 
had previously asked for the en¬ 
tire area, and that a county staff 
member had said that it would be 
transferred to the city in time. 
Putens then asked about a 10- 
acre site between Glen Oaks and 
Greenibriar, and whether it too 
could be turned over to the city. 
Piret said that she would see 
whether it had been declared 
surplus. 

Pilski, mentioning the parkland 
and the Schrom Park contribu¬ 
tions in exchange for develop¬ 
ment, said, “There’s a lot of 
goodies you’re offering us here 
and they’re tough to turn down.” 
He also mentioned Coakley-Wil- 
liams, noting that the city had 
made a commitment that their 
project would go ahead before 
anything else. 

Piret also spoke of the third 
building for the Maryland Trade 
Center, calling the Coakley-Wil- 
liams development “a project of 
acknowledged quality.” She stated 
that the county could lay out 
planned road improvements to 
“make that project go.” 

Issues With Sunrise 

Bram questioned McCaig on 
why children would be excluded 
from his project, McCaig replied 
that the development would not 
lend itself to children. “I love 
kids. I’ve got a bunch of them 
myself,” he said. 

When Bram suggested a child 
care facility for the project to 
make it more suitable for chil¬ 
dren, McCaig said that his mar¬ 
ket research indicated that there 
would not be enough children in 
the project to support such a 
facility, because the project would 
appeal more to single people, or 
those without children. 

He said he had consulted his 
father on what would appeal to 
senior citizens in the design on 
the facility and that his father, 
a senior citizen, had suggested 
a card room and a medical fa¬ 
cility. Councilmembers pointed 
out that a medical facility might 
be superflous, since there are 
many such facilities in the im¬ 
mediate area. 

White said he opposed the Sun¬ 
rise project because the rents 
are high, not enough information 
has been given to the city, and 
that a high rise is not a good 
land-use decision. He also ex¬ 
pressed opposition to the use of

of the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC) is expected to ad¬ 
here to its recommendation of 
December 29, 1981, denying town- 
house zoning on Parcels 1 and 2. 
The staff thought it would be 
more appropriate either to consi¬ 
der the comprehensive design zone 
(CDZ) or to wait for a Sectional 
map amendment after the current 
review of the 1970 College Park- 
Greenbelt Master Plan is approv¬ 
ed. (Residential suburban, R-S, 
has been mentioned as a possible 
zoning category for the property 
under the CDZ zone. It is des¬ 
cribed as more flexible than R-89, 
permitting a mixture of single¬ 
family homes with a density of 
3.5 units per acre. R-S also pro¬ 
vides for limited convenient com¬ 
mercial retail and service needs.) 
As alternatives, the M-NCPPC 
technical staff recommended R-80 
single-family detached homes (3.4 
units an acre) for Parcel 1 and 
townhouses for Parcel 2. 

The city council has consistently 
turned thumbs down on town- 
house zoning for the parcels. 
Council is expected to continue to 
press for R-80 single-family zon¬ 
ing. 


tax exempt bonds for the project. 

Councilmember Pilski favor¬ 
ably compared the development 
to Westchester Park, however, 
which he said has had the lowest 
turnover in the area, but Bram 
called the Sunrise project “a dif¬ 
ficult pill to swallow.” 

McCraig stated that the project 
will start in the fall of this year, 
with or without tax exempt 
bonds. The difference would be 
a more attractive project for the 
county, he said, if the bonds were 
available. 

Council later voted unanimous¬ 
ly to refer to the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board and to the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board the 
items proposed by the county. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld summar¬ 
ized the discussion by stating 
that what the county is really 
asking is that the city withdraw 
its opposition to Sunrise Village 
in return for the park project, 
the single-family homes, and oth¬ 
er proposals. He also suggested 
that council defer taking action 
on opposing the use of tax ex¬ 
empt bonds in the Sunrise apart¬ 
ments project until hearing from 
civic organizations and citizens 
in East Greenbelt. 

Councilmember Pilski stressed 
the complexity of this issue and 
the difficult decision council must 

make_to accept what is going to 

happen; i.e., Sunrise Apartments, 
and gain certain benefits for the 
city, or oppose what will happen 
anyway and lose those benefits. 
Because of the importance of 
public understanding of this pre¬ 
dicament, he said, the meeting 
for comment on these issues 
should be public and on cable 
television. 

Council approved a meeting to 
hear public opinion on the pro¬ 
posal by the county executive on 
Wednesday, August 14, 


Master Plan 

The 1970 Master Plan recom¬ 
mended townhouse zoning for 
Parcels 1 and 2 west of a propos¬ 
ed perimeter road and R-80 sin¬ 
gle-family homes east of the road. 
A major purpose of the road at 
that time was to handle traffic 
generated by the proposed three- 
school complex on part of the 
property. This proposal was 
withdrawn. Later, in June 1971, 
the county council, sitting as Dis¬ 
trict Council, sent the rezoning 
petitions—then calling for R-30 
garden apartments (14 units an 
acre)—back to M-NCPPC for up¬ 
dating. Planners were instructed 
not to return the applications un¬ 
til the location and/or the exis¬ 
tence of a perimeter road was de¬ 
termined. In 1978 all four appli¬ 
cations were amended to request 
the R-T, townhouse zone. 

However, it now appears that 
the proposed perimeter road can¬ 
not be realized since its route 
through the northern portion of 
Parcels 3 and 3 (east and west of 
Research Road and north of 
Ridge) is no longer feasible. 
These two parcels have been re¬ 
zoned and development of single¬ 
family homes is planned. Another 
factor dimming the prospects for 
the road is the continuing opposi¬ 
tion of the Greenbelt city council. 

In the meantime, the Technical 
Staff is evaluating the road sys¬ 
tem serving parcels 1 and 2, and 
the Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission (WSSC) staff 
is updating its past reports. Ser¬ 
vicing the parcels with sewer and 
water continues to be a serious 
problem. 

Under the county’s Ten-Year 
Water and Sewage Plan for 
Prince Georges County, Parcels 1 
and 2 will not be serviced by sani¬ 
tary sewers within the next ten 
years. An amendment to the Wa¬ 
ter and Sewer plan by the county 
council would be required to ser¬ 
vice the area sooner. 

In order to service this section 
of Greenbelt, it might be neces¬ 
sary to run an extension sewer 
drain through the Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center. Alter¬ 
natives are to construct a lift 
station and pump the sewage up¬ 
hill to another sewer main, if one 
adequate in size is available, or to 
build a special treatment plant. 
Connection to the Greenbriar 
pumping station is another alter¬ 
native being considered by WSSC 
staff. In 197C, when the school 
board was still planning to con¬ 
struct a high school on Parcel 2, 
the cost estimates for sewer ser¬ 
vice ~ ranged from $570,000 to 
$716,000.

What causes a dry mouth? 

Dryness of the mouth is 
caused by insufficient saliva to 
meet the normal need for moi¬ 
sture in the mouth. An itch¬ 
ing or burning sensation along 
with drying and cracking of 
the lips or gums is very com¬ 
mon, Difficulty in chewing or 
swallowing is also possible. 
The cause of dryness must be 
determined to satisfactorily 
treat the condition. 

There are many causes for 
a temporary loss of normal 
saliva flow- Among these are 
certain medications, vitamin 
deficiencies, hormone imbal¬ 
ance, and diseases with high 
fever or dehydration. Another 
temporary cause is a new den¬ 
ture during the initial adjust¬ 
ment period. Treatment of the 
particular cause will usually 
eliminate the problem. 

Permanent loss of function 
of the salivary glands, caused 
by such things as aging or 
radiation treatment, is not as 
easily treated. Basic treat¬ 
ment involves temporary re¬ 
lief of the symptoms. Recently, 
however, a new medication 
known as “artificial saliva” 
has been developed which 
shows promise of providing 
lasting relief. Research is 
still continuing at this time.

At its regular meeting, “held on July 15, 1985, the City Council 
of Greenbelt, Maryland, adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 
Number 1985-3 (Resolution Number 604), and the following title 
of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION- 
MUNICIPAL”, SUB-TITLE “HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, FOUND, IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE COMPILATION OF MUNICI¬ 
PAL CHARTERS OF MARYLAND (1983 EDITION AS AMEND¬ 
ED), AS PREPARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLA¬ 
TIVE REFERENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE 
ACTS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 
1988, BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMEND¬ 
MENTS SECTION 4, TITLE “CREATION; QUALIFICATIONS; 
COMPENSATION”, TO PROVIDE THAT THE MAYOR SHALL 
RECEIVE A SALARY OF $4,400 PER ANNUM AND THAT 
THE OTHER MEMBERS OF COUNCIL EACH SHALL RE¬ 
CEIVE A SALARY OF $4,000 PER ANNUM. 

The above titled Charter amendment shall become and be consid¬ 
ered a part of bhe Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terns of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the 7th day of October, 1985, 
unless on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall 
be the 24th day of August, 1985, there shall be presented to the 
Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by 
registered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty per¬ 
cent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the regular elec¬ 
tion of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Charter 
amendment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the 
City of Greenbelt.
